Dr. Joseph Beck, foreign minister 
of Poland, led an incipient revolt by 
angrily accusing the Locarno mem- 
bers Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Belgium—of trying to railroed the

TALMADGE APPEAL 
NN FINANGE. SUIT 


New Court Action Filed 
in Rome To Prevent Use 
of Gas Taxes Except in 
Building of Highways. 


Governor Talmadge’s dictatorship of 
state finances became a matter for 
consideration by the supreme court 
yesterday when the Fulton superior 
court granted an appeal from an un- 
favorable decision handed down last 
week. 

As the first ease growing out of 
the Talmadge financial dictatorship 
went to the supreme court a new one 
was presented to thwart the Gover- 
nor's plan when Judge Claude Por- 
ter, of Rome, issued a temporary re- 
straining order against Chairman Paul 
H. Doyal, of the State Reveune Com- 
mission, and De Facto Treasurer J. 
B. Daniel preventing them from do- 
ing anything with gasoline taxes ex- 
cept to see that they go for highways. 
The injunction was obtained by At- 
torney Henderson Lanham, of Rome, 
acting as counsel for J. W. Russell, a 
citizen and a gasoline tax payer. 
Judge Porter set the case for a hear- 
ing on April 4. It is understeod that 
gasoline tax money is being used for 
all purposes of the state government.

Labor for an order enjoining J. B. 
Daniel, Hamilton’s de facto successor, 
from paying out funds of the state for 
any purpose. 

The appealed litigation ‘from the 
Fulton superior court was sent to the 
supreme court on what is known &s a 
fast bill of exceptions which gives the 
matter precedence over other cases 
pending before the court. It was said 
at the supreme court that the matter 
probably would be heard by the court 
on or about April 20. A decision with- 
in a month following the hearing is 
considered likely. 

The appeal was granted by Judges 
John D. Humphries, . E. Pomeroy 
and Virlyn B. Moore after the bill of 
exceptions was filed by Special As- 
sistant Attorney-General Samuel D. 
Hewlett and Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral B. D. Murphy. Hewlett and Mur- 
phy’s action obviated the necessity for 
Daniel to file an interpleader in the 
case, as that was to be considered by 
the court later.

The senate today came to the defense 
of its beleaguered lobby investigating 
committee and uaanimously voted it 
$10,000 for special counsel to represent 
it in injunction proceedings instituted 
by William Randolph Hearst.

TEXARKANA, Ark., March 20.— 
Nine lives were lost today in 
fires which almost simultaneously 
swept a business district-here and a 
farmhouse across the state. : 
Near Bassett, in extreme northeast 
Arkansas, six members of one family 
burned to death, trapped in a four- 
room plantation cabin. A seventh 


member of the family, only occupant 
of the house to escape, was gravely 
injured. : 

In Texarkana, early morning explo- 
sions tentatively blamed on accumu- 
lated gas, wrecked and set fire to six 
business establishments located on the 
SIR apne line, which bisects the 
city. 

The bodies of three men were taken 
from the debris, but only one, that of 
a Professor Van Zan, fortune teller who 
occupied an apartment above one of 
the stores, was identified. The others 
were burned and mangled beyond rec- 
ognition. 

The Texarkana property damage 
was estimated at $75,000. 

Prosecuting Attorney Elmer Lin- 
coln ordered a court of. inquiry con- 
vened when firemen theo the 
blasts had been caused by gas and one 
of the store owners expressed belief 
that robbers were responsible. 

The explosions, in quick succession, 
jarred a wide area and sent masonry, 
}shattered glass and merchanidse into 
the street. The neighborhood shopping 
district, known as Sandflat, was 
quickly enyeloped in flames which 
were not controlled for three hours. 

The victims of the Bassett farm- 
house fire were Edgar Meeks, 30; 
his wife, 27; their two children, aged 
2 and 5; Meeks’ father-in-law,‘ W. M. 
Green, 65, and Green’s son, 12. 

Mrs. W. M. Green was pushed 
through a window before the house 
collapsed and suffered critical. burns 
and other injuries. Meeks, with a 
child beside him and a bunch of keys 
in his hand, was found dead just in- 
side the front door which he had ap- 
parently made an unsuccessful attempt 
to unlock as the flames rodred through 
the small house.

“I want to co-operate, but I regret 
there are statesmen who believe co- 
operation can be introduced by a new 
defamation of the German nation, If 
they could look ahead through the 
next decade they would be frightened 
by the inevitable bonseduences of such 
a procedure.”

Following generally the recommen- 
dations of farmers at the four recent 
regional conferences, the program will 
provide that each farm have a soil 
caer magne ce acreage for one or more 
crops. he base will be the amount 
of land ordinarily planted in such 
crops. However, special soil deplet- 
ing bases will be established for cot- 
ton, tobacco, peanuts, flaxseed, rice, 
sugar beets and sugar cane. 

Crops To Be Classified. 

Crops will be classified as soll de- 
2 soll conserving, and soil build- 
ing. he soil depleting crops would 
correspond roughly to the country’s 
major commercial crops. 

Farmers will not receive subsidy 
payments unless they meet minimum 
requirements for planting soil con- 
serving crops. 

The program includes maximum 
acreage which may be shifted from 
soil depleting to soil conserving crops 
for which payment can be received. 

The minimum requirement for re- 
ceiving a ment is that the total 
acreage of soil 8 and soil 
building crops shall equal 20 per cent 
of the soil depleting base, or shall 
equal the maximum acreage for which 
a payment can be made. 

tes of Payment. 

These are the rates of payment for 
shifting lands from depleting to con- 
serving crops: 

For all soil depleting crops except 
cotton, tobacco, peanuts, sugar beets, 
sugar cane for sugar, flax and rice, 
an average of $10 an acre: varying 
among states and counties and indi- 
vidual farms according to the pro- 
ductivity of the land: Payments will 
be made up to 15 per cent of the 
base acreage for the farm of all other 
depleting crops except sugar beets, 
sugar cane, flax and rice. 

(Wallace estimated diversion. pay- 
ments in 5 10 delt would range 
from about to $20 an acre) He 
would make no estimate for wheat.) 

For cotton, 5 cents a pound for the 
normal yield of each acre diverted. 
Cotton payments will not be made for 
diversion of more than 35 per cent 
of the cotton base acreage for the in- 
dividual farm. 

For tobacco, from 3 to 5 cents a 
pound, depending upon type, for the 
normal yield per acre of diverted 
lands, with a maximum diversion of 
30 per cent.of the tobacco base. 

Sugar Beet Payments. 

For sugar beets and sugar cane, a 
soil-building payment of 12 1-2 cents 
per 100 pounds of sugar produced on 
the base acreage, providing an area 
equal .to half the base is planted in 
soil-building crops. 

For peanuts harvested for nuts, 
1 1-2 cents a pound for the normal 
yield per acre, with a maximum di- 
version of 20 per cent of the base. 

For flax, a soil-building payment 
of 20 cents a bushel on the average 
yield in the county, providing an 
area equal to 20 per cent of the rice 
base is devoted to soil-improving crops 
or practices: A rice producer must 
plant not less than 65 per cent of 
his base in rice to qualify. 

Wallace said that the program, 
with these rates of payment and lim- 
its of diversion, could be carried out 
with the funds available and would 
assure consumers an adequate supply 
of food and feed products. 

Funds To Be Divided. 

He added that the $470,000.000 
fund would be divided among regions 
and states within about three weeks. 

Educational campaigns. similar to 
the old AAA “sign-up” drives, prob- 
ably will be conducted immediately in 
each of the five regions established 
this week. 

Meanwhile, the senate appropria- 
tions committee approved a $197,- 
447.000 supply bill for the running 
of the Agriculture Department for the 
next fiscal year. Added to it was a 
million-dollar fund for continuation of 
the big midwestern tree shelter belt 
project, which had been eliminated by 
the house. 

Midwestern senators and represent- 
atives told the committee that 95,- 
000,000 trees now in nurseries would 
be lost unless funds were made avail- 
able to set them out in the 100-mile- 
wide wood strip, intended to hamper 
future dust storms. 

All in all, the committee added 
$31,573,000 to the measure passed by 
the house, increasing it considerably 
above the appropriation for the cur- 
rent year.

The new council-citizens’ traffic 
study commission named this week 
by Mayor Key is faced with the task 
of finding a solution of conditions 
that are a constant threat to the 
life, limb and property of every 
resident of Atlanta. 

The tragic record of dead and 
maimed in crashes on the streéts of 
the city prove that these conditions, 
instead Of improving, are going 
from bad to worse by leaps and 
bounds. 
ein 1933 Atlanta ranked fifth 
among all the cities of the country 
in deaths from traffic crashes, with 


Only Miami with 44.4, San Diego 
with 34.7, Erie with 33.1 and In- 
Gianapolis with 32.2 had higher 
cee 0s 

Each year, with a single excep- 
tion, a new group of cities are the 
leaders in automobile deaths. That 
exception is always Atlanta, which 
has fluctuated from first to fifth 
year after year. 

In other cities where traffic con- 
ditions have led to such carnage on 
their streets, an aroused public sen- 
timent has brought immediate im- 
provement, but Atlanta has been 
satisfied to do nothing while the 
tragic annual toll has steadily 
climbed. 

Déspite the staggering loss of life 
from this cause in 1935, the rec- 
ords show that for the first two 
and a half months of this year there 
has been a third more traffic fa- 
talities in Atlanta than during the 
same period last year. 

Seventeen men, women and chil- 
dren have been killed as the result 
ot crashes since the first of the 


year. Last year only 13 had lost 
their lives by this date. The toll 


in the wounded and in property loss 
has kept pace with the increase in 
lives lost. 

The record of this week striking- 
ly reveals the reason why this tragic 
and unnecessary price is being paid 
by Atlanta. Within the first three 
days of the week a hurtling auto- 
mobile had smashed into a street 
car, one man was killed and an- 
other seriously injured when an- 
other speeding car ran them down, 
and emergency ambulances have 
been kept busy at all hours of the

You deprive property owners and 
mortgage holders there of their values. By your choice of a new housing 
locality, you may boost the value of property owners there. 

It is all right for private realtors to do such things constantly, but 
when the government starts doing it on a national scale, a constitutional 
as well as an economic question arises. 

There is also some question whether the ge, constructed low- 
cost homes would last as long as their mortgages. kewise, some doubt 
whether pérsons attracted to such homes would be good long-term risks.

The pictute of Europe today as pre- 
sented to American readers is not ob- 
served in the backbar mirror of a 
saloon or through the bottom of a 
glass, and the scene in a bureau is 
merely that of young reporters and 
desk men doing their job a good deal 
the same as similar tasks are done at 
the other end of the cable. It takes a 
lively imagination to perceive in this 
work of preparing copy and shoving it 
along the romantic allure of the 
foreign service which exists in the 
vision of the journalism student at 
Columbia or Ohio State. 

Of course there must be stars who 
can bounce nimbly around from Ge- 
neva to Paris, to the Rhine, to Lon- 
don and Madrid, covering specific 
emergencies, but these jobs, too, 
whether conferences, revolution or 
mobilization, are treated nowadays 
more as tasks than adventures, and the 
stuff goes through as news. 

This is not to deny that some of 
the daredevil journalists of what might 
be called thé camel corps phase of 
foreign correspondence had experiences 
thoroughly worth the telling. But very 
often such adventures take more time 
and money than they are worth as 
pure reading matter, and the tendency 
now is to tell who, what, when, where 
and why and leave the bang-bang 
stories for the book.

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HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


Measurements and health records 
of college women for many years seem 
to show that women are taller and 
stronger today than their mothers and 
grandmothers were in their day. Vital 
statistics seem to indicate that the 
whole population of this country en- 
joys a greater expectation of life now 
than ever before; that is, one has a 
better chance of attaining old age, 
thanks to better sanitation, better hy- 
giene, greater knowledge of how to 
live. 

The modern girl or young woman 
goes in more or less for athletic activ- 


ities. She wears more sensible, more | t 


healthful clothing than her mother or 
grandmother did. She quit fainting, 
swooning and other frailties which we 
need not mention here. These reforms 
brought her up where she was 20 
years ago. But in the past decade or 
two she has been slipping, I fear. Cig- 
arets, make-up and booze haven't help- 
ed her a bit. Now hold your sarcasm. 
This is just Ol’ Doc Brady in ‘a heart 
to heart talk. 

I've said more than once that, in my 
judgment, smoking is no more harm- 
ful to the health of a woman than it 


is to the health of a man. At the hee 


same time I believe young women who 
take up smoking are more likely to 
smoke to excess. And there can be no 
question that excessive indulgence in 
tobacco injures the health of any one. 
Just my opinion, Haven't time to ex- 
— now why the girls are more like- 
y to carry it to extremes. 

Make-up is harmless enough in it- 
self, provided cosmetics used contain 
no poisonous or injuries ingredients. 
But in my opinion the girl who ac- 
quires skill in the art of mabous is 
less likely to take good care of her 
health, her hygiene, her habits, be- 
cause she can so effectually conceal 
the marks of ill health and counter- 
feit the appearance of health.

In any circumstance it sub- 
jects the baby to a risk. No expectant 
mother ean be justified in doing that 
merely for her own indulgence.

SAVANNAH FARES 
ARE ORDERED CUT 


Reduction Ordered on Street 
Car and Bus Lines by 


Commission. 


The Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission yesterday ordered a 20 per 
cent reduction of fares on Savannah's 
street car and bus lines. 


The reduced fares are to be effective 
during an experimental six months’ 
period beginning April 1.

The Connecticut overflowed into 
Hartford, spreading frigid water over 
15 per cent of the state capital and 
threatening to disrupt all business ac- 
tivity. At least three persons were 
missing and damage was estimated 
at $5,000,000. 

Governor Wilbur L. Cross prepared 
to call additional national guardsmen 
to reinforce the 300-man patrol in 
the “Insurance City.” Main street was 
closed to all traffic except food trueks. 
Virtually the entire power supply 
and telephone communication systems 
Were paralyzed. 

A million dollars worth of yachts 
at Kssex, Conn., were endangered. 

Throughout New England there 
were 16 deaths, 100,000 homeless and 


many unaccounted for. Total damage 
was estimated at $100,000,000. The 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company reported 14 towns 
without service. 

Duplicating the activity in the Qhio 
valley, authorities of Middletown, 
Conn,. evacuated 130 families from 
their homes along the Connecticut 
river. 

Springfield and several other west- 
ern Massachusetts communities were 
without power. The mayor of Chicopee 
reported 16,000—more than half of 
the population—driven from their 
— 8 and property losses of 52,500, 


Vaccine Expedited. 

Anti-typhoid vaccine, cots and blan- 
kets were rushed to Lawrence, Lowell 
and Haverhill, Mass. Northampton, 
with a population of 50.000, was al- 
most completely isolated. 

In New Hampshire, the places hard- 
est hit were Concord, Manchester, 
Keene and Hocksett. 

The Merrimack river, still rising, 
swept away approximately 25 bridges 
and wrecked the main section of Hock- 
sett, N. H. 

Industry was at a standstill 
throughout the New England valleys. 

Three men were swept to their 
death in the swollen Androscoggin 
river at Brunswick, Maine. 

The swollen Ohio churned south- 
ward toward Cincinnati and Ken- 
tucky, but had lost the record-break- 
ing crest that piled destruction upon 
Pittsbrugh and Wheeling. 

Nevertheless, hundreds of residents 
moved out of the 150-mile stretch be- 
tween Marietta and Portsmouth, 
Ohio, as the flood moved toward Pom- 
eroy and Middleport, Ohio; Point 
Pleasant, W. Va.: Gallipolis, Ohio; 
Huntington, W. Va.; Ashland, Ky., 
and Ironton, Ohio. 

Pomeroy, scene of numerous floods, 
was uder six feet of water. The 
3,500 citizens calmly moved upstairs 
and waited for the water to recede. 

“Marietta Covered. 

Marietta was covered by eight or 
10 feet of water, but Police Chief H. 
O. Wolfe said the city was “safe and 
sound.” A water shortage threatened 
at Martin’s Ferry, Bridgeport and 
Bellaire. 

Further upstream Wheeling emerg- 
ed from the flood with a death toll of 
at least 14, and damage of $2,500,000 
Most houses still were surrounded by 
eight to 12 feet of water and 5,000 
were homeless. Leaking gas added to 
the perils of rehabilitation. 

All 705 residents of historic Har- 
per's Ferry, W. V., were ordered im- 
munized to avert a threatened typhoid 
epidemic. 

Pittsburgh, with only partial light, 
heat and power service and facing 
threats of disease and water famines, 
was frightened anew by false reports 
that a crowded bridge had collapsed. 

Throughout western Pennsylvania, 
solemn crowds filed through tempora- 
ry morgues identifying the remainder 
of the 69 dead. Metropolitan Pitts- 
burgh accounted for 45 of the victims. 

In Washington, where a ood 
threat from the Potomac was subsid- 
ing, President Roosevelt again post- 
poned his southern vacation to retain 
personal command of the federal re- 
lief efforts. , 

$10,000,000 Is Asked. 

Johnstown, Pa., called upon the 
President for $10,000,000 for rehabili- 
tation work as 6,000 WPA workers 
started clearing away flood wreckage. 

Emergency camps still housed 1,600 
refugees. Coroner Cyrus Davis placed 
the number of known dead at 15. 
Others were missing. 

State health authorities reported 
the water supply “dangerous,” and 
ordered a large supply of serum. 

Communication to Williamsport was 
restored after the city had been iso- 
lated 48 hours. Indications were the 
city was almost as hard hit as Johns- 
town. 

Mayor Charles D. Wolfe estimated 
the damage in Williamsport at $3,000,- 
000. Five were known to be dead there 
as the result of the flood and a fire

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Mounting Flood Waters Continue 
To Ravage Ohio River Valley Cities

PORTSMOUTH, Ohio, March 20.— 

(?)—Rampant Ohio river valley flood 
waters pushed on relentlessly tonight 
with ever-increasing refugee lists and 
devastation. 

From out of the upper valley tri- 
state region of Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, the crest of the 
flood moved past Marietta, Ohio, into 
Pomeroy, Ohio, and menaced Ken- 
tucky river towns. 

In the lower valley, thousands 
evacuated their homes. Nineteen hun- 
dred were moving out in Kentucky 
cities in the Cincinanti area. Unof- 
ficial estimates of homeless ranged be- 
tween 25,000 and 30,000. 

Rehabilitation and relief for flood 
sufferers progressed slowly in the re- 
gion between Pittsburgh and Mari- 
etta. Waters receded steadily, how- 
ever, from the worst flood in the up- 
per valley’s history. 

Damage was heaviest to the steel, 
pottery and mine district in that area. 
Newspapermen who surveyed it agreed 
that it would vary between $10,000,- 
000 and $15,000,000 

Wheeling, where 
hit hardest. 

Cities and villages southward from 
Marietta were adequately prepared for 
the destructive, debris-filled waters. 
Some took the flood as an “annua! 
event.” 

The crest in the lower valley moved 
10 to 12 feet under record marks set 
by the disastrous flood of 1913. 

The crest was due here early Sun- 
day and in Cincinnati, 110 down 
river, Monday. 

Swift waters advancing ahead of the 
crest swept a railroad baggage sta- 
tion from the river-front business dis- 
trict of Pomeroy, which has a popu- 
lation of 3,500.

Waters Receding. 

Waters were receding in most places 
in the state, uncovering the extent of 
the destruction and desolation of iso- 
lated communities. 

Transportation through many parts 
of the state was still paralyzed. The 
Pennsylvania railroad’s service east 
and west through the state was still 
suspended as workmen repaired dam- 
aged roadbeds. 

The Delaware river continued to 
rise, again threatening Philadelphia’s 
river-front industrial area. 

Wilkes-Barre and its Wyoming val- 
ley suburbs were under what amount- 
ed to military rule as a battalion of 
infantry from Scranton joined Wilkes 
Barre’s own weary artillery regiment 
in policing the vast flood zone. 

At least 4,000 persons were ma- 
rooned in Wilkes,Barre and hundreds 
more in neighboring towns as the Sus- 
quehanna slowly fell.

The little boat-building town of 
Point Pleasant, W. Va., at the mouth 
of the Kanawha river, was isolated.

Here at Portsmouth, a 60-foot flood 
wall, augmented by a two-foot sand- 
bag addition, was depended on to keep 
the city protected. Only a few fam- 
ilies were forced to evacuate. 

The river rose less than two inches 
an hour from a late afternoon stage

Scene of Desolation. 

Devastated Kiski valley was a. scene 
of desolation and wreckage as the 
flood waters flowed back into the river 
channel. 

Four thousand homeless from river 
towns in the valley were quartered in 
public buildings. Many homes were 
destroyed. 

At Harrisburg an explosion of three 
chemical tanks wrecked a three-story 
brick warehouse in the flooded indus- 
trial district. No one was injured. 

Typhoid vaccine was sent by plane 
to Williamsport, Lock Haven, Renovo, 
Sunbury, Wilkes-Barre and several 
other towns. 

Seven army planes from Aberdeen, 
Md., dropped food and medical sup- 
plies to the isolated residents of Ren- 
ovo on the Susquehanna river. 

Flood waters in New York receded, 
leaving between 1,500 and 8,000 with- 
out homes in the Binghamton, Albany 
and Syracuse areas, A sleet storm 
struck south of Rochester, isolating 
a number of cities and towns. 


FLOOD RAVAGED CITIES 
FIGHT PERILS OF DISEASE. 

(Copyright, 1936, by Associated Press.) 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 20.— 
(P)—Flood ravaged-cities and towns 
turned tonight to fight the perils of 
pestilence; fire and famine in the 
wake of the disaster which claimed 
the lives of at least 86 persons and 
spread desolation among homeless 
thousands in the steel and industrial 
empire of western Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. 

The rampaging rivers slowly were 
returning to their channels from hun- 
dreds of inundated office buildings, 
stores and homes along almost endless 
path of devastation wrought by the 
tremendous flood crest before it pour- 
ed into the cities of southern Ohio. 

Rescue workers dug through the 
debris filled streets fearful that more 
bodies might be found to add to the 
toll of dead. Unofficial estimates of 
the damage ran far into the millions. 

Forty-five of the dead were vic- 
tims of the flood waters from the Ohio, 
Allegheny and Monongahela rivers in 


the metropolitian area of Pittsburgh. 
Seventeen more were added as the tor- 
rent engulfed the area around Wheel- 
ing, W. Va. The others were report- 
ed from scattered sections of western 
Pennsylvania. The list of injured ran 
into hundreds. 

The receding flood waters unfolded 
a picture of undescribable chaos and 
ruin. Federal and state agencies push- 
ed their program of relief while thou- 
sands of refugees were quartered in 
churches, schools and other public 
buildings. Food shortages existed in 
a number of towns, drinking water 
was scarce and disease threatened the 
flood victims. 

In Partial Darkness. 

Pittsburgh was in partial darkness 
for the third consecutive night and 
the city’s water supply was dwin- 
dling. Fire hazards increased with 
every home and every office building 
using candles and oil and gasoline 
lamps for lighting purposes in the ab- 
sence of power facilities. 

Two hundred and fifty mail clerks 
wore miners’ lamp caps to keep the 
mail moving after flood conditions de- 
prived them of light. 

The United States Bureau of Mines 
furnished the lamps. Bureau crews 
likewise installed an emergency power 
plant to light the postoffice tonight 
for the first time since the flood cut 
off the normal source of supply. 

Mail planes maintained schedules 
throughout the flood. Postmaster 
Ralph Smith, advised air mail and a 
special delivery stamp for immediate 
delivery. 2 | 

Postoffice officials ordered carriers 
not to deliver mail to the higher floors 
of skyscrapers. : 

To conserve the water supply, offi- 
cials of the steel metropolis decided to 
use dynamite during the emergency to 
fight fires. They asserted each ma- 
jor fire is costing many thousands of 
gallons of water.

Under Military Law. 

The city was virtually under mili- 
tary law.

Veteran residents could recall no 
conditions in the city’s history which 
parallel those existing tonight. 
Red Cross officials estimated that 
1,750 refugees were cared for in 
schools and the old statehouse. About 
1,000 were sheltered there last night. 

As a result of a dike break at 
Brainard field, the city airport, 400 
men weré moved during the day from 
the transient shelter to the armory 
in Hartford. 

Only meager reports came from out- 
lying areas inundated by the Connec- 
ticut and Park rivers, but anxious 
crowds: gathered in front of newspa- 
per offices for what information there 
was, 

Scores of persons were stranded at 
hotels, surrounded by water, and at 
the railroad station, which is on the 
edge of waters backed up from the 
swollen Park river. All train service 
was at a standstill. 

Governor Wilbur L. Cross said he 
was ready to call out additional na- 
tional guardsmen if they are needed. 

Crowds of curious folk walked 
through the streets and gathered at the 
water front to watch the muddy waters 
swirling higher. Large groups of col- 
lege students, going home from the 
spring recess, were stranded here. 


Bus Service Disrupted. 


Bus and trolley car service on many 
streets was disrupted. Hartford news- 
papers got out their editions, hand’ 
capped by power failure, lack of tele- 
phone facilities and interrupted recep- 
tion of wire news from the outside 
world. 

The crippled plants were used by 
Springfield, Mass., newspapers whose 
own plants were flooded. 

The street at the foot of Capitol 
Hill was flooded under several feet of 
water, but the golden-domed state 
capitol itself was not threatened be- 
cause of its hill-top position. 

Only the tops of automobiles were 
visible in many parking areas. Row- 
boats were everywhere in evidence 
and hundreds of persons went about 
the streets in hip boots. 

Trucks loaded with sandbags plow- 
ed through the water covered streets 
to buildings, which were barricading 
their basements. Fire engines were 
sent to mercantile establishments to 
pump threatening supplies. 

National guard planes soared over- 
head as their pilots and observers 
kept à close lookout over the Connec- 
ticut valley and dropped reports to 
officers who were attempting to co 
ordinate flood relief activities. 

Officials estimated about 2,500 acres 
of the capital city, or approximately 
15 per cent of its area was under 
water. No deaths were reported. 


NEW ENGLAND DAMAGE 
PLACED AT 8100, 000, 000. 
BOSTON, March 20.— New Eng-

Hundreds of thousands faced anoth- 
er night without light. From cities as 
large as Springfield, Mass., and Hart- 
ford, Conn., to little villages in Maine, 
sources of 4llumination failed. Many 
communities were without telephone 
or telegraph. 

National guardsmen patrolled the 
streets in a score or more communities. 

From Vermont, N. H., and Maine 
came reports of abating. rivers but 
in the lower Connecticut and Merri- 
mack valleys, streams carried on with 
undiminished vigor. ; 

Many communities remained entire- 
ly isolated. 

Late today Maine’s angry Andro- 
scoggin carried three men to their 
death at Brunswick, capsizing their 
rowboat in midstream. 

In Massachusetts, Governor James 
M. Curley called upon the legislature 
to authorize an $8,000,000 bond issue 
for restoration of bridges, highways 
and other public works. 

He announced he also had asked 
the federal government to allocate 
another $8,000,000 previously prom- 
ised for other projects to flood works.

My next move is to the next 2-foot 
strip of top soil. As this is removed 
I put it onto the fresh manure in the 
first strip. As it is put on I mix 
some sifted coal ashes, bonemeal, and 
bumus with it. For humus use 
either leafmold or peatmoss. By 
keeping the manure deep you will not 
be bothered with so many weeds. 
Thus I proceed the entire length of 
the bed or border, handling the top 
soil but once. For the top soil on the 
‘last strip prepared I bring by wheel- 
barrow the top soil taken from the 
first strip. This ie really easier to 
do than to write about. After the 
bed is finished it will be several 
inches higher than the walk, but it 
will settle decidedly as it ripens dur- 
ing the t few weeks. If you plan to 
grow the usual perennials in this bed 
a light sprinkle of agricultural lime. 
about six pounds to every 100 square 
feet can be used. It will be better 
if you wait several weeks before 
planting, for the bed is now in rather 


low. A perennial bed must be espe- 
cially well prepared for their roots go 
deep and heré in the south they feed 
12 months in the year.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

One evening not long ago, while 1 
was at Phoenix, Ariz, I had a kind 
of visit“ with Indians—not with liv- 
ing Indians, but with some who had 
been dead a long time. 

No, I did not speak with their spir- 
its! What I did was to look at things 
they had made. It was at the home 
of Mr. Jay Brewer, who has made a 
hobby of collecting relics of people 
who lived in Arizona before white 
settlers came. 

Among the objects were close to a 
hundred ax-heads, formed of dark 
stone. They had grooves showing 
where the handles had been fastened 
to them, and the cutting edges were 
fairly sharp. 

Ranged around the room were hun- 
dreds of objects made of clay—bowls, 
jars, ladles, dippers and bottles. 

“Most of these,” said Mr. Brewer, 
“were obtained from southern aud 
eastern Arizona. It is declared that 
long ago there were 20,000 Indians or 
prehistoric people living in the Salt 
river valley. in the region of Phoenix. 
They raised crops, and had canals 
which brought in water to make farm- 
ing possible. Here are some ‘squash 
seeds found where they lived.” 

“In what sort of places do you get 
these relics?’ I asked. | 


“We obtain them from what we 
call ‘ruins’—the remains of single 
huts or even of villages. A man in 
east-central Arizona has a stretch of 
1,280 acres of grazing land, and 
ruins have been located on it.” 

At first the relics appealed to me 
as no more than objects of an inter- 
esting sort, but later in the evening 
there seemed to be life about them.

3 Former Air Commerce Employes 


Satety Methods 


Representative Utterback Declares Conditions of United 
States Lines Disquieting; Mount Reiterates Charge, 
Suggestions of No Avail. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—(4)— 
Three former employés of the Com- 


Commerce today lashed at that agency 
before a senate investigating commit- 
tee, particularly ittacking the exist- 
ing range of safety regulations. 

Still another witness, Representa- 
tive Utterback, democrat, Iowa, ap- 
peared with testimony that he consid- 
ered safety conditions on the nation’s 
airways so disquieting that he was 
uncertain whether he wanted to trav- 
el further by air. 

Utterback appeared as a character 
witness for J. A. Mount, former su- 

erintendent of maintenance of the 

ureau of Air Commerce, who was 
asked to resign several months ago 
in a bureau dispute. 

Reiterating his charges against the 
bureau, Mount added to criticism 
voiced by Luther Harris, formerly 
with the bureau and now with Cen- 
tral Air Lines, operating between 
Washington and troit, and Jack 
Hajim, of New York, former radio 
operator in the bureau. Both of the 
latter -asserted they had suggested 
improvement in safety operations but 
had gotten nowhere. 

Mount and Utterback reconstruct- 
ed details of an investigatio~ last 
May 1 by a bureau committee into 
Mount’s conduct. At that hearing 
they told the committee Mount com- 
plained that ae ao were 
inadequate, radio beams were too 
weak, and generally that conditions 
along the airways were unsatisfac- 


tory. 


So much was asserted about un- 
safe conditions, Utterback testified, 
that “I haven’t been in a plane since.” 
He added that while he. wanted to 
go to .the forthcoming democratic 
state convention in Iowa, I'm not 
sure I want to fly.” 

At that bureau hearing, Mount tes- 
tified, he expressed the hope it would 
not “take a serious accident” to awak- 
en the bureau to the validity of his 
charges. 

“That was just five days before 
Senator Cutting (Bronson Cutting, of 
New Mexico) was killed in an air 
crash in my state,” Senator Clark, 
democrat, Missouri, supplied. 

Mount solemnly nodded concurrence. 

It was that crash that prompted 
the present investigation by a senate 
commerce subcommittee into aviation 
safety. To carry on that investiga- 
tion the senate today voted $10, 
to add to the $10, already allot- 
ted. In addition, $10,000 was voted 
for continuing the commerce com- 
mittee’s inquiry into safety at sea 
growing out of the Morro Castle and 
Mohawk disasters, and $800 to com- 
plete a racket investigation begun 
more than a year ago.
